RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 19th October, 2004 

No 16-85/2003-NI-I.— Vide ResolutionNo. 16-85/2003-NI-l/l (DD) dated 16th October, 2003, it was resolved to 
constitute a National Commission for Persons with Disability (NCPD) with its headquarter at New Delhi to aid and advise 
the Government regarding disability and rehabilitation matters and to make recommendattons to it in this regard, was 
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decided to set up this Commission in place of Office of the Chief Commissioner of Disability (CCD) set up under Section 
57( I) of The Persons With Disabilities (Equal Opportunities, Protection of Rights and Full Participation) Act, 1995 (No 1 
of 1996) which was decided to be repealed. 

Accordingly the National Commission for Persons with Disability (NCPD) was constituted vide Order No. 
16-99/2003 -NI-I dated 3rd February, 2004. The role and functions ofNational Commission for Persons with Disability 
(NCPD) have been re-examined in the light of directions for repealing the Office of the Chief Commissioner of Disability 
(CCD) and the advisory role entrusted to Central Coordination Committee set up under Section 3(1) of PWD Act, 1995. On 
review of functions of the three bodies, it has been concluded that the functions entrusted to National Commission for 
Persons with Disability (NCPD) are already being performed by the Chief Commissioner of Disability (CCD) and the 
Central Coordination Committee, it has, therefore, been decided to wind up the National Commission for Persons with 
Disability (NCPD) and the 1 st Commission constituted vide Notification No. 16-99/2003-NI-I dated 3rd February 2004 
stands dissolved with immediate effect.
